Description of project:

The proposed Basin Plan Amendment would allow the Regional Board to grant a variance
from implementing the Basin Plan mineral objectives when issuing waste discharge
requirements (WDRs) or enforcement orders, including groundwater clean-up requirements,
where elevated concentrations of minerals are caused by natural sources due to an aquifer’s
proximity to the ocean. The proposed variance provision would allow variances of up to five
years and would allow no more than one extension of the variance for an additional period of
up to five years. A decision to issue or to extend a variance will be based upon the Regional
Board’s evaluation of the evidence submitted concerning the granting of the variance.

A discharger must submit to the Executive Officer a written request for a variance from
compliance with the mineral quality objectives for groundwater. The request must include
recent data and analysis that provide clear and convincing evidence that elevated mineral
concentrations are natural in origin and result from the aquifer’s proximity to the ocean. In
addition, it must be shown that a discharge of minerals in excess of the mineral quality
objectives in the coastal aquifer will not degrade adjacent, inland aquifers.
